REASONS FOR ALLOWANCE 

The following is an examiner's statement of reasons for allowance: The instantly claimed method 
for producing a radiation-modified poly(tetrafluoroethylene), "PTFE" resin feed from unsintered 
poly(tetrafluoroethylene) is distinguished from the prior art known to the examiner by treatment with 
ionizing radiation in an absorbed dose of no more than KOOOGv in air and within the recited temperature 
range . The cited prior art also fails to mention lowering the melting point without changing the quantities 
of heat of fusion and heat of crystallization, as set forth in the instant claims.

18. The process according to claim 10, wherein the poly (tetrafluoroethylene) resin feed is a dried 
powder of poly (tetrafluoroethylene) resin obtained by emulsion polymerization or suspension 
polymerization, which is optionally granulated or dispersed uniformly in solvents or wetted with 
solvents. 

19. The process according to claim 11, wherein the poly (tetrafluoroethylene) resin feed is a dried 
powder of poly (tetrafluoroethylene) resin obtained by emulsion polymerization or suspension 
polymerization, which is optionally granulated or dispersed uniformly in solvents or wetted with 
solvents. 

20. The process according to claim 12, wherein the poly (tetrafluoroethylene) resin feed is a dried 
powder of poly (tetrafluoroethylene) resin obtained by emulsion polymerization or suspension 
polymerization, which is optionally granulated or dispersed uniformly in solvents or wetted with
